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ARE WE SPIRITUALLY DEAD? 
















Mr. Editor,—In the HERALD oF GospeL LIBERTY 
of January 22, 1885, I find an article with this impor- 
tant heading: “Are we Spiritually Dead?” Then fol- 
lows a quotation from D. L. Moody: “I tell you, my 
friends, that nineteen in twenty of the professed Chris- 
tians in the land are without spiritual life and power!” 
The writer asks, ‘Did Moody utter the truth?” and 
then adds, ‘Reader, think before you answer this ques- 
tion.” The writer affirms that he did. I have taken 
the advice of the writer, ‘‘Think before you answer this 
question.”” I have carefully looked over the field. I 
have read the writer’s second article, found on page 3 
of the HERALD oF GospEL LiBERrty of February 12, 
1885, ““Hindrances to Spiritual Growth.” I have care- 
fully read and re-read them, and waited patiently, in 
hope that some one better able to answer that impor- 
tant questien would answer, and give us some light on 
the question. Not being a writer for the HERALD, nor 
indeed for any other paper, and being an old man, a 
member of the church for forty-five years, a constant 
reader of the HERALD, I was somewhat startled at the 
proposition, and other questions naturally arose ‘in my 
mind. Who is D. L. Moody? Who authorized him 
to make such astatement? Who madehim judge over 
another man’s servant? These and many other ques- 
tions arise that we shall not attempt to answer. But 
the reasons offered by “Rariden” for his affirming the 
truth of the proposition “that we are spiritually dead,” 
that ‘‘nineteen.in twenty are going to the bad,”’ we pro- 
pose to notice. 

1. Revivals such as we witnessed thirty and forty 
yearsago. Weneed only ask our brother toopen his eyes 
and look out upon the world to-day. If youread the relig- 
ious news you will find there have been more acces- 
sions to the church during the last six months than 
there was in five years, commencing with the year 1845. 
Just prior to that time was the great excitement known 
as ‘“Millerism.””’ Some of. our good brethren were 
carried away with that craze—left their homes and went 
to the city to go up with the brethren. “They hada 
zeal but not according to knowledge.’ The crowds 
that used to attend the prayer-meetings, and the great 

. revivals that took in whole townships and counties did 
not come under my observation, although I was a citizen 
of Indiana, and have enjoyed very many happy and 
profitable seasons at the prayer- meeting, and witnessed 
some of the most ludicrous scenes, one of which I will 
repeat for the contrast, then and now. On one occa 
sion the leader of the meeting became somewhat excit- 
ed, and walked up and down the floor ringing his hands, 
and repeating, “Oh, haven’t we a bully Jesus?” I think 
you would not be able to find a man of such zeal to- 
day! Once more: I remember a deacon approaching the 
minister after the sermon, “in which he had incident- 
ally spoken of the rotundity of the earth, of its turn- 
ing on its axis,” and saying to him, “We don’t want any 
more of that.” But again, What has become of all 


















































those crowds, townships, that were converted? Has 
their zeal eaten them up? 
2. The want of power in the ministry. Far be it 


from me to detract anything from those pioneers—grand 
old men! The greater number named by our brother 
it was my privilege to know personally, and I often sat 
under their ministry—Elders Roberts and Douglass in 
particular. Roberts was a fine figure, well-made, a 
very ready talker,and more than an average orator. 
Douglass was short, fat, rather easy in his manners, and 
the best Scripturian it has been my fortune to meet— 
a walking concordance. Yet not so eloquent nor yet 
gifted with oratory, these were grand men, but when 
compared with men now living who have had ad- 
‘vantages (they did not, of course), there is a contrast. 
They lived in an uncultured age; these live in an age of 
eulture. The people to whom they preached were un- 
educated; the people to whom these preach are edu- 
cated. There is one thing in which they had an ad- 
vantage over these; that is, the holy tone. As minis- 
ters of spirituality and» power in the pulpit, I think 
those of to-day will lose nothing by comparison. 

3. Pride in the churches. My brother thinks pride 
in the churches is the great bane of thechurch. Now, 
pride is bad anywhere; inv church, in state, or in the 
family. But is all pride that is called pride? My 
brother refers to our fine church buildings, the gilded 
altars, velvet cushioned and mahogany pews, etc., etc. 
Now let us look at this question fairly. Starting here 
in Indiana, forty or fi'ty years ago, the pe ple were all 
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in the days of Jesus. They invade, more or less, all 
ranks and conditions of society. What Jesus saw and 
drove from human bodies nineteen hundred years ago, 
science has recently rediscovered by the aid o: the 
omniscient eye of God, the microscope. 

Scientific men have found the lurking places of the 
old demons—a race that goeth not out but by prayer, 
medicine, and fasting. Demons float in human blood, 
swarm in the tissues, bask in our drinks, burrow in the 
brain, heart, lungs, and intestines. What the Greeks 
and Hebrews called demons we designate by other names 
suited to science and the intelligent age in which we 
live. Dr. Koch,a German savant, and other learned 
investigators, have seen and pointed out large numbers 
of demons, including their shape and size. They are 
born of filth; their home is filth. -An unclean man 
with intemperate habits is a well-furnished parlor for 
these demons to luxuriate in. They love the cholera, 
typhoid and yellow fevers, and that fearful family 
plague, the diphtheria. One need not tell the porter 
to ring the bell and open the door of lust and let the 
demons in. If the soil is well prepared they enter un- 
bidden. 

Some seeds are indigenous. Dr. Koch names what I 
call demons, comma shaped bacilli organisms, bacteri, 
malignant omeprax, parasites. Disease, madness, and 
death are in their paths. The faculties of the body 
and mind are overpowered, restrained, or disturbed, 
and reason is often dethroned. These demons are 
often communicated by the breath in the act of kissing. 
The more, if not the most, malignant of demons are 
the trichina, contracted by living with swine, inhaling 
their odor and eating their flesh. In Mark 5 isa 
thrilling account of a man with unclean spirits, crea- 
tures so fine and serial that they might well be classed 
is spirits or demons. The man named legion, speak- 
ing in their name, said, “Let us enter that herd of 
swine’”’—a congenial home, a fit rendezvous for kindred 
spirits. Perhaps the demoniac had been a swine- 
breeder. This theory of demons, that they are and were 
real entities, vindicates the integrity of scripture and 
harmonizes with science, the basis of all truth.

CHRIST AND SCIENCE. 

All truths have a scientific basis. Each particula) 

truth agrees with all other truth, for , 
‘* All are parts of ~ne stupendous whole, 
Whose body nature is, and God the soul.” 

The teachings of Jesus and his miracles are of ne- 
cessity within the vast range of scientific laws. Alli 
life—all organized life—touch those laws at some point 
in the universe. 

It is said that Jesus did not come to teach science. 
It is certain that if he were a divine teacher sent of 
God, that he did not teach anything in opposition to 
science, for God is not the author of discord. Jesus is 
the greatest scientist that ever graced this earth, no: 
only of life and right living, but of all the laws that 
govern mind and matter. 

If theology is the science of God, we must go tc 
Jesus for our theology, for ‘‘no man knoweth the Fa- 
ther but the Son.” It is equally true that no one 
but Jesus knoweth man—his distinctive faculties of 
thought, and love, and conscience, and will. Man’: 
higher life has a sub-stratum, some entity, some sub- 
stance which we characterize as spiritual. None oi 
these impinge against any natural law. For centuries 
past theological writers have wrestled with the ques- 
tion of demons and demoniacal possessions recorded 
in the New Testament. What were they? where did 
they come from? and what has become of demons? 
Various have been the answers to these questions. 
Some have supposed that demons were a class of in- 
ferior devils, imps—a part of that rich legacy of our 
fall in Adam, sent by our heavenly Father to punish us 
poor denizens of earth for our bad luck in having a 
wicked progenitor—the first’ installment of hades. 
QO hers have relegated the whole question of demons 
to the abyss of Jewish and heathen myths, with ghosts 
and hobgublins. That destroys the sacred integrity o! 
the New Testament. Fifty years ago there was no sat- 
isfactory answer to the nature of demonology, which 
the light of science has recently unveiled. Some of 
the most tender and benevolent works of Jesus were 
connected with those that were afflicted with demons. 

We are amazed at the number, the frequency, and the 
aw!ul condition of those possessed with demons. They 
were filled with niter loss of hope; they drove the 
beautiful and lovely into insanity, and desolated homes.

I do not mean what ministers shall preach, any more 
than lay members. The church as well as the minis- 
try has preaching to do, and should we not preach at 
all times the “gospel of Christ,” “the remission of sins,” 
“repent and believe?” Is there any middle ground? 
Did Christ tell the young man that came to him in- 
quiring what he should do to be saved, that he was do- 
ing about right, and if his riches were his god he would 
besaved? No,dear reader; that young man went away 
sorrowlul. Do we find at the death of this moral 
young man that his friends received consolation in 
words from their minister that he had gone to heaven? 
“What shall we preach?” Ministers come among us 
and preach a free and full salvation—repentance toward 
God and faith in our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. 
They show us what the consequences will be unless we 
come to Christ; they show us the awful danger of a 
hell unless we repent. We believe we must be born 
again to wear the jeweled crown. 

Not long agoa minister came to a place and preached 
the gospel. Many were converted. In-the course of 
time one young lady that attended the meetings died— 
never professing Christ, not even living up to the stand- 
ard of the young man that came to Christ inquiring 
what he should do to be saved. The minister was sent 
for. The young people that had attended the previous 
meetings and made no profession came to hear what he 
would say concerning that young school-mate, whom 
he had warned so many times to come to Christ. What 
did he preach? He told the father and mother and 
other loved ones that their dear daughter would be 
brought forth in the first resurrection, and be caught 
up to meet the Lord, and ever be with the Lord, and 
advised all to be prepared to meet all God’s dear chil- 
dren. 

“What shall we preach?” What do the unconverted 
think of such gospel? If it is a funeral sermon, preach 
the same gospel. If the dead are not prepared for 
heaven, preach to the living the same repentance, the 
same hell to shun, the same heaven to gain, as at the 
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JOHN'S AND JESUS' BAPTISM. 


Minute particulars relating to baptism are not very 
abundant in the New Testament, consequently there is 
more or less speculation, and on such questions one 
man’s opinion is as good asanother’s, other things being 
equal. 

None of the writings give either the mode or the 
ceremony used by either. John’s baptism was called 
the baptism of repentance for the remission of sins; 
not baptism for the remission of sins, but the baptism 
of repentance, which repentance was for the remission 
of sins. But itis held by some that no sins were ever 
forgiven until after the ascension of Jesus—only kept 
jn abeyance until after that time. Though I can not 
see why this repentance could be for the remission of 
sins and not be effective for that purpose, I am of 
the opinion that repentance has always been the means 
of forgiveness, and always will be, and that there is no 
other way, nor ever will be. The Jew had to believe 
before he could repent, likewise the Gentile. 

No scholar will deny that immersion was not used by 
John, neither can immersionists positively affirm that 
this was the exclusive mode, but the evidence in favor 
of immersion preponderates. perhaps. Sprinkling and 
pouring are probably of a later day. But the formula 
used, either in John’s baptism or the apostolic baptism 
before Pentecost, is nowhere found in the New Testa- 
ment. Therefore I conclude that if eternal life hangs 
upon baptism (and if baptism is for the remission of 
sins, it certainly does), there would be a formula some- 
where found in the New Testament writings that would 
have prevented all cavil uvon this point and have left 
not the shadowof adoubtuponthisimportantrite. The 
formula used by John or Jesus has not been given. Both 
preached the kingdom of heaven at hand, and in my 
opinion, both baptized with the same baptism and for the 
same purpose—for various reasons, some of which ] 
shall endeavor to give. 

In the first place, none of the sacred writers speak of 
Christ baptizing but Juhn (3: 22-26; 4:1). According 
to “Hitchcock's Harmony of the Four Gospels,” John 
relates up to and including a part of the fourth chapter 
incidents left out by the other three, or nearly all, which 
is nearly up to John the Baptist’s imprisonment. And 
inthis interval was when the baptizing was done by 
Jesus, and he nowhere speaks of there being any more 
baptizing done after, neither does Matthew, Mark, or 
Luke at any time before or after. The time that Jesus 
is spoken of as baptizing was during John’s ministry 
and before the people were all baptized (Luke 3: 21) 
“Alter these things came Jesus and his disciples into 
the land of Judea; and there he tarried with them 
and baptized.” John 3: 23. ‘And John also was bap 
tizing in ASnon, near to Salim, because there was much 
water there: and they came, and were baptized.”’ Verse 
24. So it is plain that John and Jesus were baptizing 
at the same time. 

Now, while Jesus was baptizing at the above place, 
John says, “When therefore the Lord knew how the 
Pharisees had heard that Jesus made and baptized 
Wore disciples than John [though Jesus himself bap- 
tized not, but his disciples], he lett Judea, and departed 
into Galilee.” John 4: 1-3. ‘Now when all the people 
were baptized,” etc. Luke 3: 21. 

linfer from the above that Christ's disciples only 
baptized in the time of John, and there was a time in 
which all the people were baptized, or a time when 
baptism ceased to be practiced, and that Jesus did not 
baptize after he left Judea as stated in John 4: 3, con- 
sequently there would be no more mention of it. If 
such was not the case, and Jesus baptized during his 
ministry, it is strange that neither one of the evan-. 
Belists say anything about it, by alluding to circum- 
stances that occurred when baptism was being perform- 

or going to or from the place, or in making prepa- 
tation to baptize, or in being in a certain place for 
that purpose. But in no pl.ce does either gospel make 
mention of baptism by water after John Baptist’s arrest, 
consequently there would be no baptism spoken of but 

ohn’s until Pentecost. °

These had all been baptized by the same baptism 
their Master had (John’s baptism); they had been 


With. him during his whole ministry, were recognized 


by him, and the apostles had been qualified by special 
blessing to do all required at their hand; had been wit- 


nessesof his death and ascension, had communed with 
him and received his commands, and on .the day of 
Pentecost were recognized as the church (Christ's 
church) by the Holy Ghost, and consequently never 
were rebaptized. In fact, if they had ever been bap- 
tized a second time they had to baptize each other, 
for Jesus himself baptized not. Besides, his eom- 
mand to baptize in the name of the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost was about the last communication re- 
ceived from Christ, and it is not likely that they had 
been baptized in these names before his suffering. 
Their situation was very different to those who had no 
knowledge of Jésus nor the Holy Ghost, as recorded 
in Acts, who were rebaptized by Paul.

PRA YING TO THE LORD JESUS. 

The HeERAtp of February 12th says: “As to Peter 
or Paul praying to Jesus, or our Savior teaching any 
one thus to pray, just read and find an example of such 
a style if youcan. Let us think of it.” Accordingly 
the writer turned to Acts 1: 15-24, and read: “And in 
those days Peter stood up and said... of the men 
therefore who have companied with us all the time that 
the Lord Jesus went in and out among us... must 
one be ordained to be a- witness withus, . . . and they 
prayed, and said, Thou, Lord, which knowest the hearts 
of all men, shew whether of these two thou hast chosen, 
that he may take part of this ministry.”” Now, most 
probably the same Lord spoken of just above as Lord 
Jesus, the same Lord who chose the original twelve. 
was called upon here to fill up the vacancy occasioned 
by the fall of one of them. If this interpretation is 
doubted, it is confirmed by the following three clear 
eases: Again, Acts 7: 59: “And they stoned Stephen, 
calling upon God, and saying, Lord Jesus, receive 
my spirit.” Again, we turn to Acts 9: 4,5: “And he 
tell to the earth, and heard a voice saying, Saul, Saul. 
why persecutest thou me? And he said, Who art thou. 
Lord? And the Lord said, I am Jesus whom thou 
persecutest. And he trembling and astonished said, 
Lord, what wilt thou have metodo? And the Lora 


said, It shall be told thee what thou shalt do.” Again.- 


Ananias, verse 10, says: “Behold, I am here, Lord: 
and Ananias answered, Lord I have heard by many 
of this man.” Verse 15: “But the Lord said unto 
him, Go.” Verse 17, “And Ananias went his way, and 
entered into the house; and putting his hands on him 
said, Brother Saul, the Lord (even Jesus, who ap- 
peared unto thee in the way), hath sent me.” The 
same things are repeated in Acts 22: 8, 10, 19. 

Thus we have Peter and Paul and Stephen and Ana- 
nias, all praying to the Lord Jesus in only one book of 
the New Testament. R. J. Wrieur.

ORGANIZATION. 

To one interested in Christian work, there is one 
phase of it which presents bold effrontery in connection 
with our people as an organized body. “And, as we at- 
tempt to offer a single suggestion, our own inexperience 
tries to bear us down, that our thoughts will not bear 
the criticism of experience. Let t%em be tabled; but 
they will not be satisfactory to us. With unbounded 
emphasis do we ask, as one of old, ““Why camest thou 
down hither? and with whom hast thou left those few 
sheep in the wilderness?” You say, Weare an organ- 
ized body; but we ask, To what extent? Does our 
organization bind us together as one common body? 
It ought to, but does not. We appear at the confer- 
ence and there get a statistical report of such as are 
represented; but does it include all within the confer- 
ence limits? We glance over the “statistical report of 
the Committee on Churches,” and what do we find? 
Occasionally a blank. A church is not reported 
Does that body seek to ascertain the reason? Neither 
that conference nor any of its members are interested 
in those churches enough to ascertain the cause of such 
delinquency, Still more pitiable is it when we call to 
mind the fact that those .ew churches are the weakest 
branches of that body. The poor, weak, struggling 
churches, dragging out a miserable existence, receive 
no attention and finally close up their house of worship, 
because they can not, perhaps, support a minister. We 
ask again, With whom hast thou lett those few sheep? 
They must either serve God simply at home, or unite 
with some other denomination, and, it may be, leave 


off serving God. Perhaps, with no good intent did 
Eliab put the above question to his brother David, but 
we find that David did not leave his sheep to be ravag- 
ed by wild beasts. On the contrary he “left the sheep 
with a keeper” while he went to do his bidding, as 
though led by the spirit of God to the field of con- 
quest. How many of you, my dear brethren, are within 
a few miles’ ride of churches that are closed for lack of 
a pastor to work in their midst? While the older part 
of those people might keep near or into the fold, yet 
there are the tender lambs of the flock to look after 
and many to be gathered in. There are such churches 
not only in our own conference, but also two or three 
in our own county. What is the cause of this? We 
may suppose, and perhaps rightly, it is the result of 
need of good spiritual work. Can not such churches 
be supplied with good, gospel workers,—with one whe 
would preach the gospel for the gospel’s sake? 

We seek not to blame any one in particular, but it 
seems to be the want of a broader basis of organized 
working system. Why is it not the duty of said organ- 
ization to see to it that all our churches are provided 
with a pastor—a laborer for the cause, not a mere hire- 
ling? You say that the church is an organization of 
itself and is empowered to act for itself. It can obtain 
the service of any one and make its own rules. Grant- 
ed; but that does not seem to be sufficient. These 
very churches owe their condition greatly to mere hire- 
lings working among them as pastors, and the disinter- 
estedness of conference for their behalf. We are not 
opposed to forming new church societies and building 
new churches, but we do say thata greater interest 
should be shown in keeping up what orginiza ions we 
now have. We leave the matter here without attempt- 
ing to prescribe any method, but we believe that we 
have a right to ask the attention of your readers upon 
this subject. That God may strengthen the weak, 
struggling churches is my prayer. A. L. H.

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EFFECTIVE ORGANIZATION. 
- [I attended church with a Presbyterian congregation 
this morning (February 15th), and on the seat I found 
a circular to which the minister called attention and 
said that the contributions of next Sunday would-be 
to the Board of Aid for colleges and academies. After 
reading the circular, I thought, how well this denomi- 
nation is organized for Christian work; for no doubt 
this circular was placed in the pews of most all its 
churches, and next Sunday after the offering is made, 
there will be placed in the treasury of this board te 
or fifteen thousand dollars more. : 

I think the reason we, as a denomination, are not 
more successful in establishing schools of learning, is 
not because we have a membership not willing to give, 
but because we have no well-defined system by which 
we can work successfully, and thereby assure our con- 
tributors that their money will go direct for the pur- 
pose for which it was solicited, and therefore they re- 
fuse. I write thus because I know some of our good 
brethren who have given, and the money was not 
properly applied. Now if we had such a system it 
seems to me we would more than double our efficiency 
in advancing the cause of education. 

Dear brethren, see how some men are making practi- 
cal their love for Christ, in giving of their means to 
the cause of education! They see that the state insti- 
tutions do not furnish the proper training for their 
children, and hence they give of their means to found 
Christian colleges. No one can excuse himself, and 
say, “I have no children to send to colleges.” That is 
selfishness and anti-Christian. Dear brethren and sis- 
ters, I pray you, remember Christ’s cause in your wills 
rather than your children. Our children are dear to 
us, and indeed they should be, but Christ’s cause 
should be dearer than they are to us. I hope before 
long to prepare an article showing the relative per cent 
of Christians in state schools and Christian colleges, 
and also the relative per cent of candidates for the 
ministry in these different schools. Brethren, you 
“that are not called to preach the gospel, help educate 
the dear young men that are.

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THE WORK OF RUM. 

Not long sincea temperance lecturer was being driven 
from one town to another, where he was to hold a meet- 
ing in the evening. His friend, in whose carriage he was 
riding, and who was most zealous in everything asso- 
ciated with temperance, was asked: ‘“‘ How is it that you, 
who have never felt the tooth of the serpent, should 
always be so ready to make sacrifices for this good 
cause?” He gave a quick, searching, telegraphic glance 
at the speaker. A tear gleamed in his eye as he said: 

“One reason why I wanted to ride with you was to 
tell you the story of a most important crisis in my life. 
I was born in the year 1823. My father was very in- 
temperate, The most of his time was spent in the 
tavern of his native town, or ata village tavern about 
three miles distant. We often suffered for the necessi- 
ties of life, while my father poured all his earnings into 
the tills of those two tavern-keepers. My mother was 
quite expert with her needle, and thus kept the wolf at 
bay by her industry and close economy. Our little 
home had been left to us by our grandfather, in such a 
way that my father could not spend it or deprive us of 
its shelter. We kept a cow, which furnished us with a 
large share of our living. The family consisted of my- 
self and three sisters. 

“One day, when I was about seven years old, my fa- 
ther went to the tavern, and while taking his accus- 
tomed drink, discovered that some one had spoken of 
him as a common drunkard. He furiously demanded 
of the landlord the name of the person who had said 
this, and the fellow haf said, ‘Your wife knows all 
about it.’ He came home infuriated with drink, and 
began to abuse my mother in language which it makes 
me shudder to remember, she protesting that she did not 
know anything about it. Finally his face purpled with 
passion, and he dealt my mother a terrible blow which 
prostrated her, bleeding and insensible, to the floor.” 

Here tle relater broke down completely, bursting 
into tears. After a moment he said: 

“Il hope you will pardon my emotion, but now, after 
a period of nearly fifty years, 1 can not refer to this 
picture without the sad, suffering {ace of my mother 
rising before me. My sister shricked,‘O father, you 
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have killed my mother!’ Affrighted, I sprang from 
my bed and ran tothe barn and hid myself. When 
daylight came all was still in the house, and I crept 
back to find that my grandmother had gone to seek a 
doctor who, finding my mother in a critical condition, 
told my father, who had just risen from his drunken 
slumber, that he certainly would be punished for his 
violence. He gathered what few clothes he had to- 
gether, and left, leaving us to get along the best we 
could. : 

“When my father had left the house, my mother 
drew me tenderly to her breast, and with tears stream- 
ing over her cheeks, made me promise never to drink a 
drop of liquor while I lived, and sealed that promise 
with a passionate kiss which left an indelible impress 
upon my heart. For nearly fifty years I have kept that 
promise. 

“My mother crept slowly back to life, and that summer 
we got along comfortably. With the help of our good 
neighbors we cultivated a little patch of ground, and 
with our cow we did not suffer for food. My mother 
raised a flock of turkeys also, with the sale of which 
she hoped to obtain means to purchase shoes and other 
necessary clothing for winter. 

“There was to bea militia muster near the village. The 
landlord of the little tavern spoken of, came to pur- 
chase our turkeys for that occasion, offering a good 
price which my mother gladly accepted. He put 
them into his cart and handed my mother a bill 
which my father had made at his bar, and jumping 
into his cart, drove away as fast as his horse could 
go. My poor mother stood there dumb-founded, and 
bursting into tears, walked into the house. Early and 
late, all that autumn, she worked some times until past 
midnight to get our winter clothing, and I went bare- 
feoted until the snow covered the ground before she 
could purchase our shoes. Oh, when I think of my 
poor, broken-hearted mother, and my sorrow-laden 
childhood, do you wonder that I am a radical temper- 
ance man?” 

And this is a fair representative of the class of men 
whom the legislature of Obio is wanting to suy:port by 
the sanctity of legalization.

“BOTH LORD AND CHRIST.” 


The Name which is above every name never was rev- 
erenced in the world as it is ta-day. There is a blessed 
sense in which Christ is the same yesterday, to-day, 
and forever; but there is another sense in which he 
grows in the consciousness of the world and becomes 
more and more the controlling force in developing civ- 
ilization. Already, we may say, he has conquered the con- 
science and conviction of the race. There stands against 
him nothing on the score of reason. The lowly, the 
sorrowful and the suffering, the loving and the glorified 
Christ is ascepted by mankind as he never was before. 
His life, his words, and his works have been open to 
the eye of friend and foe for nearly nineteen centuries, 
and the light of the brightest age civilization has 
known has beat fiercely upon his character, but of flaw 
or fleck none has been found. The devout disciple, as 
he looks upon the picture which the evangelists have 
drawn, reverently exclaims, with Thomas, ‘My Lord 
and my God.” The cold, critical student drops his 
scalpel to declare with Pilate, “I find no fault in him.”’ 
“Truly,” O ye doubters, “this was the Son of God!” 

The vindication of the characcer of Christ is a vin- 
dication of hisclaims. To say with John Stuart Mill, 
that “to endeavor so to live that Christ would approve 
our life,” is the best method, even for an unbeliever to 
observe the rule of virtue, is to say that Christ is more 
and better than the best man the world ever saw. If 
he was not what he claimed to be, the Son of God, he 
was an impostor; for he could not have been deceived 
on this point. To prove his perfect character is, there- 
fore, to prove his divinity. To attempt to account for 
him simply as a phenomenally perfect human being is 
to create a greater difficulty for explanation than by 
recognizing his divine nature. 

Let the timid souls who, like Eli, tremble for the 
safety of the ark, take courage. Deism and atheism 
can not conquer the truth. They can not stand unless 
they can overthrow Christ; and the more they have 
studied him the more firmly have they established his 
claim and his reign. Theory atter theory of atheist, 
secularist, rationalist, advanced to account for the phe+ 
nomena of his earthly history on natural grounds, has 
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been rejected, and the Galilean holds his place in the 
belief of the world. Strauss and Baur, Voltaire and 
Biedermann have only added the unavailing efforts of 
acute and brilliant minds to the history of failure. Ra- 
tionalism has gone to the farthest point, and is return- 
ing from its Sahara, finding life insupportable amid its 
arid and barren sands. Mr. Cook, in his lecture thig 
week, speaks of Keim’s as the latest of a long line of 
rationalistic lives of Christ, and quotes him as saying 
that “the person of Jesus is not only a phenomenon 
among the many phenomena of God; it is a special 
work of God, the crown of all divine revelations.” 
And Keim came out of the school of Baur! 

In this great fact of the triumph of the character of 
Christ, Christianity has assurance of its permanency, 
This fact tells us that the rock of our faith is firm and 
immovable against time, the fires of criticism, or the 
floods of materialism and atheism. For Christ is the 
great central figure of our theology, and as he is ex- 
alted in human minds and adored in human hearts, the 
church is exalted, purified, and multiplied.— Selected.

LINCOLN IN RICHMOND. 

Just after General Grant captured Richmond Pres- 
ident Lincoln decided to go and look after affairs in 
person, and when it was announced that he was in 
Richmond many of us in the North became alarmed, 
fearing that he was incurring too great a risk for the 
head of the government to assume. 

It appears Admiral Porter, in whose charge the Pres- 
ident was, had asimilar feeling. Mr. Lincoln was his 
guest on the flag-ship, and requested Porter to take him 
to Richmond. Nota safe or easy task, for the James 
River was planted with torpedoes placed there by the 
Confederates to help defend their capital. Small boats 
were sent ahead totake up the dangerous explosives. 
As,the ship neared the city, Lincoln, Porter, and a 
guard of adozen sailors landed in the suburbs near 
where a company of negroes were at work digging. 
The leader of the gang dropped his spade and said, 
Bress de Lord, dere is the great Messiah; he has come 
to free his chillun from their bondage; glory hallelu- 
jah;” with that the group fell on their knees and kissed 
his feet. 

Mr. Lincoln was much moved at this spectacle, and 
as soon as he could give utterance, he said, “Do not 
kneel to me, that is not right. You must kneel to 
God only and thank him for the liberty you are here- 
after to enjoy. Iam but God’s humble instrument.” 
Admiral Porter, who wrote this narrative for the New 
York Tribune, says, ‘““Mr. Lincoln's face was lit up with 
a divine look as he uttered these words which made him 
seem as of another world.” 

Quick as a flash the news spread that the President 
was coming. The crowd gathered, and it was with the 
utmost difficulty the Admiral and his sailors saved the 
President from being crushed as he walked the streets 
of Richmond. A happier, merrier crowd never gathered 
than the whites and blacks of Virginia's capital city on 
that occasion. 

Many touching scenes are described. Let me give 
our readers the following: A beautiful young white 
girl of seventeen summers struggled through the crowd 
toreach the President. She had apretty bouquet in her 
hand, and as she handed the flowers she made a neat lit- 
tlespeech. There wasa label on the bouquet, “From 
Eva to the liberator of the slaves.” 

When the party reached Libby Prison, where so 
many «f our brave defenders had passed through 
such suffering, Mr. Lincoln viewed the horrid place 
with deep interest. A voice in the crowd said, “We 
will pull it down.” “No,” said the President, “let it 
stand asa monument.” i 

Admiral Porter said he was glad enough to get the 
President safely back to his flag-ship. That night 
two attempts were made by suspicious characters to 
reach the President, but the vigilance of the naval 
officers saved him from harm. From a description 
given there is but little doubt one of the strangers was 
Wilkes Booth, who afterwards assassinated our beloved 
Lincoln and plunged the Nation in mourning.

OUR FATHER. 


The divine fatherhood and the universal brotherhood 
of man may be said to be the two fundamental principles 
of the word of God. The life of this grand truth breathes 
and throbs through every part, but more especially in 
the New Testament, the latest and best dispensation of 
truth and grace to the world. The conservatism of the 
Older Dispensation, and the exclusiveness of the Jew- 
ish polity, when interpreted by the educational and 
gracious purpose of Jehovah, yields this as its interior 
life, “the universal fatherhood of God and the brother- 
hood of man.” The entire volume is the history of the 
creation, alienation, redemption,and spiritual education 
of the race, illustrated in the lives of men, the history 
of nations, and the everchanging institutions of ages 
All there is in the heavens above and in the earth be- 
neath, all that exists in universal space of light and 
life, of truth and goodness, of beauty and happiness, is 
the outcome of the infinite, abounding love of God, 
and is stated in a single propvsition in the sacred 
Scriptures, 7. e., “God is love.” We do not wish to be 
understood as saying that the creation, alienation, re- 
demption, and spiritual education of the race was in- 
volved necessarily in the experience of any one repre- 
sentative or typical man; but that the great interlocked 
truths of inspiration relate to every member of the race 
as certainly as to the first, and though, by tainted mor- 
al tendencies and spiritual gravitations, we do not sus- 
tain the same exact relation to divine Jaw that the first 
man did, nevertheless creation, alienation, redemption, 
and spiritual education are actual or possible conditions 
to every member of the race. The unchangeable God 
of love sustains the same relation and disposition to the 
new-born babe of yesterday that he did to the first hu- 
man soul, and this fact remains unchanged whatever 
may be the character of the earthly parentage. God is 
the creator, even though human instrumentality inter- 
vene. As in the case of creation, so in the probable 
alienation of the moral and spiritual nature of that 
babe when it shall come to years of accountability. 
The fact of alienation relates directly to that child and 
every child. Out from the Edenic state of moral pur- 
ity and innocence in early childhood that human being 
may go, but not ‘until he goes out as the first man did 
for himself, by actual sin. The fact that the first man 
sinned taints and«gives tendency to the moral na- 
ture; it does more, it creates an unfavorable environ- 
ment; but until thatnewly-awakened moral nature rebels 
and sins for itself there is no fall for it, no possible guilt 
or necessary alienation. As in the case of creation and 
alienation, so with relation to redemption and spiritual 
education. These truthsrelate directly to each and every 
member of the race; he lives by God’s creative act for 
himself; he sins, believes, and is spiritually educated, or 
the reverse, for himself. Moral taint, tendericy, and 
environment go very far to make it probable that every 
one on attaining responsibility will call for “a division 
of the inheritance” and go out from the Father’s house, 
but not necessarily so. - The religious parentage, early 
and continuous Christian influences in the home, Sun- 
day-school, and church make it exceedingly probable 
that a given child will cheerfully enter early into the 
service of truth and God, but not necessarily so; the 
prevailing belief of all the purest and best among men, 


and the ever-increasing light and power of spiritual at- 
traction go far to make it probable that men will: yield 
to the claims of God, and take on that moral and spir- 
itual culture made possible in the gospel, but not neces- 
sarilyso. And so itis that every man stands or falls 
for himself, that we are each responsible for the talents, 
advantages, and opportunities of life, and that all men 
thus stand upon a common level. The man with five 
talents must show a corresponding improvement, while 
the man with one is condemned for the non-improve- 
ment of the little he had. Thus are all men breth- 
ren in one common family, bound by a common re- 
sponsibility varying as are the conditions and circum- 
stances of human life, to each other, to destiny, and 
to God. 

“Our Father!” How significant the term which our 
blessed Lord makes the first in that most profound of 
all prayers! The purest and holiest of earth may not 
argue to himself a pre-eminence in his approach to 
God by saying, My Father, for though otherwise he 
were as pure as Gabriel, this unholy pride would 
vitiate his petition and cast him down into the depths. 
The most Christly among men must say as he ap- 
proaches God, “Our Father,” and so doing relate him- 
self to every member of the human family;. and the 
more like the blessed Jesus he be, the stronger would 
be the inspiration within him to throw the arms of 
fraternal interest around all the race, and taking them 
with him in thought, in hope, in faith, and in love say, 
“Our Father.” 





THE GLORY OF GOD. 


The root signification of glory is, a shining forth, a 
radiance, an out-beaming of light; and by the term 
“the glory of God’’ we are to understand a manifesta- 
tion of God in light or brightness, in the beautiful or 
sublime. The bright light which appeared between 
the cherubims and shone on the mercy-seat in the 
most holy place of the tabernacle, indicative of the di- 
vine presence, was called “the glory of God.” And so 
the great apostle to the Gentiles, in II. Corinthians 3: 
18, writes, “But we all, with open face seeing as ina glass 
the glory of the Lord, are changed into the same image 
from glory to glory, even as by the spirit of the Lord.” 
And the minstrel king of Israel assures us, “The 
heavens declare the glory of God, and the firmament 
showeth his handiwork.’”’ When upon the mountain 
summit Moses talked with God as a man with his 
friend, he cried out with all the earnestness of his be- 
ing, “I beseech thee show me thy glory,” and it is his- 
toric that God placed his servant “in a cleft of the 
rock, and covered him with his hand, and made his 
goodness and mercy pass in review before him, and pro- 
claimed the name ot the Lord God Almighty before 
him.” 

How natural that we should desire to see the beauti- 
ful and witness the sublime! How often have we said 
within ourselves, ‘I should liked to have been living 
when Jesus Christ was here on earth,” or, in the lan- 
guage of the Sunday-school hymn— 

“‘T think when I read the sweet story of old, 
When Jesus was here among men, 
How he called little children as lambs to his fold, 

I should liked to have been with him then!” 
Or with Moses upon the mountain-top near enough to 
have witnessed the scene when God dismissed the thick 
darkness with which he had veiled himself, and plac- 
ing his trembling but still earnest-hearted servant 
Moses in the cleft rock, covered him with his hand and 
manifested the majesty of his glory! 

Reflections like these are exceedingly pleasant, but 
so far as the end is concerned they arein vain. We 
can never take in those scenes so full of light und glory, 
but we can do even better—we may, with “like precious 
faith,” behold the “glory of God” to-day and “be 
changed into the same image from glory to glory.” 

We may behold the glory of God in the ebb and 
flow of the mighty ocean, and in the tinted shell that 
lies upon the beach; in the mightiest forms of organic 
life, and in the equally perfect organism of the animal- 
cule, many of which find ample room in a single spot 
of water, and may be seen by the microscope sporting 
there like ordinary fish ina pond; in the mighty moun- 
tains which thrust their rock-ribbed ranges towering 
through and beyond the clouds; in the exquisitely 
tinted and fragrant flower which modestly blooms and 
blushes at its base; in the magnificent worlds which 
burn with brightness as they roll on in splendor across 
the burnished heavens; in the pendent dewdrop which 
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from ‘its own pure bosom gives back a responsive image 
to every shining world or star or planet that looks down 
upon it from the heaven above. 

The glory of God! See it in the history of the past, 
for this is but the record of God's dealing with men. 
The ages are the school days in which God has been 
educating his wayward child of earth. See it in the 
continuity of thought, in the persistence of ideas, in the 
advancing civilizations, in enlarged thought capacity, in 
augmented powers, in a ripening culture, in an enlarged 
and spiritualized Christianity which, like a mother ex- 
pectant, hopes to bring in the golden age. 

The glory of God! See it in every effort to relieve, 
to help, to bless the oppressed and the down-trodden; 
jn every tear-drop that falls upon human frailty and 
sin, in every prayer that ascends to heaven for healing 
and salvation, in every good Samaritan who walks the 
paths of human suffering; in the Bible, the grandest 
of all books, in its simplicity and complexity, in its art- 
lessness and sublimity, in its adaptation to every possi- 
ble condition of human life, in its fullness and absolute 
inexhaustibility; in the naturalness of its picture gal- 
lery, the truthfulness of its biographies, the magnifi- 
cence of its poems, the illustrious line of inspired sons 
and daughters, and finally, we behold all the rays of 
heavenly light and essential truth in the person of 
Jesus Christ, the incarnate word, ‘who was the bright- 
ness of the Father’s glory and the express image of his 
person.” 

Here we may behold the glory of the Lord each 
for ourselves, and as we look we are changed into 
the same image from glory to g'ory, even as by the 
spirit of the Lord. Beholding we are changed until 
we may see in our transformed natures—renewed and 
sanctified spirits—the reflection of that glory which 
will shine to all the world through our lives and ex- 
perience. : 


A WORD TO MY FRIENDS. 


Since I was stricken on the 6th day of February last 
a large number of letters have been received from 
friends, conveying to me expressions of tenderest sym- 
pathy and unfeigned regret. I can not command words 
which seem to me suitable to express my gratitude for 
the many manifestations of interest in my life and 
health. As the letters have been read to me from men 
and wowen in all parts of the United States, some of 
whom I have never seen, some that I have not seen for 
many years, some with whom I have labored shoulder 
to shoulder, I have been made to ask what it is that I 
have done, or tried to do, that these people should have 
this kind of interestin me? I wish it were in my power 
to write a personal letter to each one that has written 
me, but the greatness of their number makes such an 
undertaking impossible. I have, however, six 'etters 
from dear friends who have suffered afflictions similar 
to-that which has befallen me. These I must answer 
as soon as my strength will permit. 

Last June I suffered a slight shock of paralysis of 
the right side, my armand limb and face being benumb- 
ed. My tongue was slightly involved. I accepted that 
as a warning that unless I should cease working and 
rest for awhile, something more severe might be ex- 
pected. But how could I stop atsuchatime? Busi- 
bess interests of every kind were passing through a 
terrific tornado of danger and destruction. I could 
hot stop without, as it seemed to me, suffering our pub- 
lishing interests to go to wreck in the storm, and our 
cause could not suffer such a calamity as that without 
greatly endangering its very existence. So that instead 
of resting from the burdens I was then carrying, I took 
on additional cares. 

A long story may be briefly told by saying that [ have 
tried to. do more than I could do, and the result is that 
Tam rendered unable to do anything at all. Possibly 
a day may come when I shall again be able to work. 
For the present, however, I must be free from excit- 
ing mental labor and from the burdens of anxious care. 

My connection with the Publishing House has been 
to mea source of continued care and anxiety; but the 
Wide field of opportunity which it has afforded me, has 
been more than a compensation for all it has cost me. 
I do not undertake to measure the degree of success or 
failure that may have attended my efforts. I have 
tried. to do what I could, and the best I could, and 
with that I shall try to be satisfied. 

I shall never cease to be grateful to those brethren 
and sisters who have stood by me with such unshaken 


fidelity, - 








If I have been the means of helping any one into a 
closer and more conscious relation to the living Christ 
of the gospel I shall be more than satisfied, for ‘in him 
is life, and the life is the light of men.” ‘They that 
follow after him shall not walk in darkness, but shal] 
have the light of life.” If I have been instrumental 
in leading any one to realize that Christ- is more than 
a creed, and that his church is more than a sect, I have 
done what I sought todo. If I have been the instru- 
ment in bringing any one to see that the sect is the 
child of sin and weakness, that it is not the true vine 
but a fungus growth, that it isan incubus on the church 
of Christ, then I am willing to be silent for the future. 
I shall pray God to water with the dews of hs own 
heavenly grace the good seed sown that it may grow up 
into a purer and better brotherhood, a broader and 
truer and more Christ-like charity. 

Hereafter my place must be filled by another. The 
only condition upon which I can expect to live is that 
of keeping quiet, at least for a time. My interest in 
the Publishing House, or the cause which it represents, 
shall be in no way decreased by this enforced retire- 
ment. 

1 have freely given my life to the sublime ideas of 
freedom and fellowship which have inspired the Chris- 
tian Church, and although the sea has been sometimes 
stormy, I have nothing to regret, save my own unfaith- 
fulness to the simplicity of the truth as it is in Jesus. 
Whatever there may be of my life in the future it shall 
be given to the Christian Church. 

“For her my tears shall fall, 
For her my prayers ascend ; 

To her my toils and cares be given, 
Till toils and cares shall end.” 

I shall hope to be heard from through the HERALD 
as often as occasion may offer, and I shall again try to 
preach to the people as soon as my strength will allow. 

I am rapidly regaining the use of my right arm. 
This letter is written by my own hand. The use of 
my limb returns more slowly.

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‘ROLLER SKATING RINKS.

Ata recent meeting, the Presbyterian 
Ministerial Association of Pittsburg and 
Allegheny City, Pa., adopted the report of 
a committee previously appointed on the 
subject of roller ska'ing, of which the fol- 
lowing is the more important part, and 
which we commend to our readers. who 
may be tempted to engage in this now 
popular amusement : 


First. It is evident that any recreation, 
amusement or enjoyment is sinful if in- 
dulgence 1n it necessarily hinders or pre- 
vents us from attaining the highest possi 
ble degree of physical, mental, moral-and 
religious well-being. Any amusement is 
therefore sinful if it can not be engaged 
in without laying the foundation tor 
physical disease; if it can not be engaged 
in without weakening our intellectual 
powers, corrupting our morads, or alienat 
ing us from God and: unfitting us for re- 
ligious duties. This line cuts off all the 
immoral and corrupt amusenients of the 
low theater, the-impure book, the gam 
bling table, the drinking saloon— it |: ps 
off everything that, from its very nature, 
is adapted to suggest impure thoughts or 
inflame unholy passions and appetites. 

But this leaves untouched all such 
amusements as croquet, lawn tennis, ‘base 
ball, dancing, roller skating. etc. The-e 
do not all belong to exactly the same cite 
gory, but none of them belong to the class 
that are essentially sinful. In some cases 
all are imnocent amusements, and in 
other circumstances any one of them may 
become: sinful. Exch individual. case 
must be tried by the princ’ples already 
stated Any one of these becomes sinful 
. just as soon as it begins to injure any one 
physicallv, mentally, morally -or spirit 
ualiy. Excessive indulgence in any one 
of these amusements 1s sinful But where 
does excess begin? It begins whenever 
injury to health begins; it begins when 
ever it encroaches on the time that i- 
needed fr work; it begins when it leacs 
to the least nezlect of secular or rel g ou- 
duties; it begins when extravagant ex- 
p nduure of our means beyins. Then 
tnese innocent amu-,em-nts, when not in- 
dulged into excess, may becom: sinful 
by their associations. The tine tha' 
marks the beginning of sin in this respec 
is the line that marks the first suzgestion 
“of impurity, immorality or irre!igion. 

Let us now apply these principles to 
what seems to be the yreat popular amuse 
ment of the day, rolier skating. 

First We consider its influence on 
physical health. While physicians ciff-r 
in their estimate as to its eftects when in- 
dulged-in mod+rately, there is but one 
opinion as to the consequences of spend- 
ing from th ee to six or eight hours.a day 
in such exercise. The New York 7776 
une, yiving the tesumony of a physician 
who has had special facilities for observa- 
tion, says that this amusrment has greatly 
increa-ed debi.ity among young women 
and that it has laid the foundation of seri- 
ous disea-es. 

Second.’ The~ roller skating rnk is 
doing great injury in many places because 
of excessive inculgence, tht leads to neg 
lect of other duties, and to extravagant 
expenditure of means. Boys and girls. 

men and women, are found in the rink 
not once a week, but once. twice and even 
three termes a day. This 1s sinful, be- 
Cause it is an encroachment on time that 
should be devoted 10 some useful avoca- 
ticn. It becomes the more sinful when it 
involves absence from prayer-meeting, 
neglect of religious duties, or when it 
leads to spending money that is neéded 
worse elsewhere, or when it leads any one 
to expend more for amusement than he 
gives the support of the gospel or for the 
evangelization of the world. 

Third. Roller skating as practiced at 
present is specially objectionable on ac- 
count of its thoroughly promiStuous asso- 
ciation. In the crowded building in the 
midst of excitement. when most unguard- 
ed, virtuous, but though:less young people 
are brought in direct contact with impure 
libertines that would not be admitted 
socially into any well guarded house—in 
such circumstances shall we not expect 
evil communications. to corrupt goad 
morals ? 

Fourth. The roller skating rink, with 
men and women of every age, and of 


every class, good and bad, virtuous ard 
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vile—in every attitude, from that of the | 
expert skater to that of the awkward | 
tumbler, presents a scene worse in some 

respects than the most promiscuous bail. | 
room a scene that is not adapted to help 

us to attain to the htzhest possible degree 

of physical, intellectual, ethical, esthetic 

and religious well-being. We earnestly 

exhort ali Christians to cease following: | 
the multitude unthinkingly. We ask them 

to stop long enough to think,
